Judges Hatton and Left- 
w'ich voted in favor of the proposi­ 
tion. 
Judge McCurdy voted against 
it.- 
This term inates a somewhat drawn- 
out controversy, as 
petitions 
by 
a 
number of farm ers to dispense with 
the services of Mr. Jordan had been 
presented to the court. 
But the friends of the new' agricul­ 
ture, as typified by the farm adviser, 
countered 
by 
petitions 
numbering 
more than three to one of the oppo­ 
sition, and containing the names of 
a majority of the heaviest taxpayers,

Michigan Makes Motor In­ 
dustry Census 
Detroit, Mich.—The total value of 
motor car parts and accessories ex­ 
ported in 1914 by the manufacturers 
located in the state of Michigan was 
$7,890,230. 
From this total, $6,108,- 
or 77 per cent is credited to De­ 
troit manufacturing concerns. 
The exports from the state of Mich­ 
igan consisted of 4,961 passenger cars 
of a total value of $4,693,792, or an 
average of $946 per car; 273 trucks 
and delivery vehicles valued at $404,- 
873, or an average of $1,483 each; car 
parts and accessories valued at $2,- 
695,788 and $95,777 worth 
of 
tires, 
which are now recorded separately. 
The influence of the European war 
upon the industry is wrell reflected by 
the reports from the United States 
customs department . They show that 
during the second half of the 1914, 
from July to December, or from the 
beginning cf the war, the total num­ 
ber of passenger cars exported was 
only 805 out of the total of 4,961 for 
the whole year. The exports of trucks 
show's about the same 
number 
for 
both halves of 1914, but with much 
fluctuation for each month during tho 
second half. The parts and accessor­ 
ies exports fell off considering that 
only about $800,000 worth w'as export­ 
ed from July to December, as com­ 
pared with more than $1,800,000 dur­ 
ing the period, January to June.

Now 
everything is white with snow;

summer and autumn it was still lov- 
lier. 
But I look at all this through 
a mist; my thought and my heart are 
not here. 
What is this cheerful view 
and the calm around it, when one 
thinks of what is going on in the 
west at this onomeht, what we all 
have to live through. 
“This house belonged to a young 
woman. 
We came ty be very inti­ 
mate with her, for her husband, an 
artillery officer, is also at the front; 
and during the whole autumn and win­ 
ter *.ve made up parcels together, to 
send to the front to the soldiers and 
officers. 
“Or. Christmas, she and her son, a 
small sehotdVioy. started for the fron­ 
tier, hoping to catch a glimpse of heT 
husband. 
She caught a chill on tile 
way, and died of inflammation of the 
lungs. 
Now her coffin is on its way 
back from Galicia. Her husband and 
the little boy are here—be was grant­ 
ed leave of absence, to bury his wife. 
For six months he was daily exposed 
to shells and bullets, aud is unscath 
ed; and she,' who went full of joy 
and animation, to pay him a visit, is 
dead. 
Each received what belongs 
to him. 
“Our soldiers are fighting for the 
right. 
I know' not whether God will 
grant to such insignificant people as 
you and I are life to see their ulti­ 
mate triumph, but there can be no 
doubt that our Russian manhood will 
prove itself stronger than our ene­ 
mies. 
Our front stretches from sea 
to sea, facing Germany, Austria and 
Turkey. 
“The work of our foes now posi­ 
tively reminds me of a w itch story, 
in which monsters, slain and cut to 
pieces, take their heads and limbs 
again and come back to life. But this 
powrer is of the evil one, and only the 
cross and prayer can prevail against 
it. By the might of these alone there 
will come a day 
w'hen 
truth 
shall 
triumph. 
“My 
husband 
is a national hero 
now. 
His portraits are everywhere, 
on post-cards and calendars. 
But I 
feel quite detached from all this. His 
health, and final victory—I can not 
think of anything else. 
“lf you only knew what wre see in 
the hospitals. 
At present in my own 
nursing-home, there are seventy-five 
wounded, and in the hospital about 
700; in the Local Board hospital there 
are more than 1,000, and in two pri­ 
vate hospitals, 150. 
“During the Christmas 
and 
New' 
Year’s holidays I 
organized 
amuse­ 
ments and the distribution of pres­ 
ents 
in 
all 
these places. 
All the 
ladies in the town were gathered into 
groups, each of which had its own 
nursing home and barrack. 
In this 
way no one w'as forgotten or given 
less than others. 
Real artists sang 
for them, recited, danced for them. 
A dying soldier sat propped by pil­ 
lows and laughed heartily, for the last 
time in this world, at some comic 
song. 
“In my ow*n nursing-home I had a 
Christmas tree abd presents for the 
soldiers and for the two orphanages 
—eighty children in all. On the whole 
we were able to take care of the dis­ 
abled, feeding them, clothing them, 
healing them—or burying them. This 
is our life. 
“My husband’s whole being is in his 
great undertaking, his duty. 
He no 
longer belongs to us. His energy and 
moral force are like the tense string 
of a musical instrument, drawn as 
tightly as possible. His letters do not 
comfort him. 
Pray not for me, but 
for Russia’; ’Be firm in the thought 
that we have given our livest for our 
country.’ 
Such sentences, 
and 
the 
acts that go with them, do not com­ 
fort my heart, and I cannot be ‘firm* 
in anything. 
I am tortured, I suffer 
in the sufferings and sorrow's of oth­ 
ers. 
I

“Th4 house fly was 
formerly 
re­ 
garded simply as a pest, especially to 


bald-headed men,” says Dr. M. P. Ra­ 
venel, professor of bacteriology and 


preventive medicine in the University 
of Missouri at Columbia. 
“Within re­ 
cent years we have realized that it 
is a scavenger by nature and that its 
habits of life lead it to feed on ail 
sorts of materials which may be in­ 
fected with the germs of various dis­ 
eases. 
“The fly walks on bread, fruit and 
vegetables, wipes its feet on butter 
and bathes in milk; it carries the 
germs of typhoid fever, consumption, 
diarrheal 
diseases, 
diphtheria 
and 
scarlet fever. 
“The number of broods which may 
produce 
varies 
from eight to four­ 
teen a season, according to the lati­ 
tude and weather. 
In- tw'elve gener­ 
ations the progeny of a single female 
fly will bo more than 14,067,792,000,- 
000,000, provided they all live. 
The 
fly prefers fresh horse manure for tho 
laying of its eggs, but if horse manure 
cannot bo found, then filth of almost 
any sort, such as cow* manure, hu­ 
man excrement, decaying vegetables, 
meats, garbage, or even soiled and 
moist rags and paper. 
“The only rational and sure way to 
get rid of the fly is to prevent brood­ 
ing—clean up. 
Next to keeping the 
premises cleaned up, the most im­ 
portant thing is to keep the houses 
well screened. 
Those that 
do 
get 
into the home should be killed. 
lr is 
especially important 
to 
kill 
those 
that appear early in the season. One 
fly killed in April means millions less 
in August.” 
Dr. Ravenel says that all outhouses 
should be kept in clean and sanitary 
condition; 
that 
the 
garbage 
can 
should be kept clean 
and 
covered; 
that horse manure should be taken 
out of stables twice a week and either 
thoroughly dried or thoroughly buried. 
The sprinkling of a small amount of 
borax in layers of manure will pre­ 
vent the flies from breeding.

In ordinary weather they 
latch in twenty-four hours, producing 
a magot, which is .07 of an inch in 
ength, tapering at one end and blunt 
at the other. These grow rapidly and 
become from a quarter of an inch to 
one-half inch in length .
